The chloride of gold enre for inebriates
has recalled various suggestions which have
been made from time to time with the
same end in view. Dr. Charles Lloyd
Tuckey muintains that hypnotism is one of
the best-known means of eflecting a radical
cure of aleoholism. By way of show-
ing. the immense power  wield-
ed by hyprotism he qnotes the
case ol the manager of an important com-
pany, who was abont to be discharged from
his post in consequence of his dissolute
habits, when he took medical advice. Dr.
Tuckey bypnotized him and found him an
excellent subject. The patient was told
while in the hypnotie staie that alechel was
poison io him, and that the taste of it would
in future make him violently ill.

To test the efficacy of this suggestion a |

small glass of beer was given to him during
the hypnootio sleep, and another about half
an hour after his awpkening; on both oceas-
ions the dose instantly brought on an at-
tack of sickness, though the patient had no
conaciousness of the suggestions he had re-
ceived. He returned to his home asnd
business after shout two months, and has
had no relapse. Not long sgo he
turned quite sick at a ericket match, and, as
he compleined of violent pain and faintness,
a well-meaning friend made him take the
usnal rough-and-ready remedy—a glass of
whisky. He had hardly swallowed the
spirit when he agzain rejected it, thu« afford-
ing a proof of the continued action of sug-
gestion after the lapse of three months.
Alecoholism is by no means the only dis-
ease in which hypnotism can be advantage-
onsly resorted to; morphinism, for examp
and the “‘tobaceco habit"” have also their vie-
tims, and the suggestive treatment has
proved efficacious against this class of evils,

Quick Work in Locomotive Erection.

A potable fest has been performed at the
Stratford works of the Great Eastern Rail-
way, England. A complete locomotive, of
the six-conpled type with tender, was com-
pleted in less than ten hours. When loaded
with three tons of coal the engine weighed
ever 30 tons, the totsl welght of the engine
and tender in running order being
a little over 67 tons. The per-
formance is one  which reflects
great credit on the stat of the
railway. From a strietly economieal point
of view such feasts may by some be re-
garded as a misiake, but such prompt and
efficient work means, at all evenis, good
working to gasuge and standard dimensions,
excellent organization, and, last but by no
means least, a thoroughly good feeling be-
tween the employes and their managers and
foremen. ‘

Tmitation of American Leather,

Tt will interest American manufacturers
of leather to kpow how their finest produet,
which is so highly esteemed (oak tanned
leather), is imitated in Germany. The
hides, afier being well prepared, sre put
for two day into strong tan liquor, and then
for another two days into a solution of iron-
black (pyrolignite of iron with pulver-

ized gall nuts). The  Thides thus
become impregnated thoroughly and black
through and throngh. The & are then

treated with a mixture of one degras
and two parts fish oil. Leather thus workef
can carry much more grease than with the
usnal treatment, and acquires, together
with great pliability and tenacity, force of
resistance and a minimum of brittlenesa

Uses of the Sand Biast,

The nse of the sand blast is now found to
be a very convenient and effective méthod
of cleaning’ buildings. A pump which
forces & blast of airata pressure of four
ounces to the square inch through a system
of flexible pipes removes the unclean sur-
foce of stone readily., One square foot of
stone can thus be cleaned in ten minutes,
and the rapidity of the process can be in-
cressed by the use of a higher pressure.
Another, though an older application of the
sand blast, is for the whitening of the out-
side of incandescent lamp bunlbs, and decora-
tive effects are often introduced by fasten-
ing letters or ornaments upou the outside.

Danger in Canned Fruits,

In econsequence of the illness of two peo-
ple who had eaten eanned pumpkin, Dr. H.
W. Weber recently undertook to analyze
a large variety of canned fruits, bought at
random. It was found that all the samples
tasted contained poison. The milk was
pure, which is a consolation, but all the
solids, and they included ponmpkin, toma-
toes, “‘Hubbard squash,” peas, mushrooms,
blackberries, salmon, pears, peaches,
cherries, sweet potatoes, beans and pine-
0y ples, contained poison, the tin taken as
cLloricie, varying from % to 5){ grains per
pound.

New Machine Gan.

Tt is stated that & new machine gun of
wonderful capabilities has just been put
through a suecessful test. Ite principal
feature is rapidity of fire, whieh is claimed
to be equal to 900 shots in one minute fired
through one barrel. This wounld he an ad-
vance on the Magini gun, which hus a record
of 750 shots a minute. The new gun Ih.u.s 8
water-incket around the firing barrel und
the cartridges are fed irom a continuous
belt, but no speeific details coucerning its
construction have vet been made public,

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Critical Review of the Mozart Club’s
Third Annual Performafice *

OF HANDEL'S GREAT MASTERWORK.

Johann Etrauss Doesn’t Seem to Pe & Great
Buccess in Grand Opers.

WALTER DAMROSCH AND HIS PLAYERS

Old City Hall has rarely held an audi-
ence superior in numbers or culture to that

gathered last Monday evening to hear the |

Mozart Club’s third asonual performance of
the “Messinh."

It is always in place to refresh the read-
er's memory as to such masterpieces as this
—the following note, compiled by an Eas#t-
ern programme-maker, fils nicely at the
head of this brief review:

Handel comnosed his masterwork, “Tha
Messinh,"” in 24 davs. It was commeneced on
August 22, 1741, und conclurted on Ssaptember
14, Tle wus it that time 55 years of nea. It
had its first ‘mrlormﬂnca on April 18, 1742, in
Dublin, for the benefic of n oharitable so-
efoiy. The lndies were requested, on this
oceasion, to come withon: hoops and the

gentlemen  withont their ' swords, By
this means the wushers were able to
seat 700 persons instead of 600, On

the oceasion of its first performance in Lon-
aon, some yvears later, it is related that the
anidience was so much affected by the musie
that when the Hallelojah chorus wass sung
the King and the rest of the audience with
one impulse star! to their feet and re-
mained standing to the end of the chorus.
This custom has been followed ever since,
Strange to say, the poet who sslectad the
words for Handel, wnr not satigfled with his
music. He said that “He has made s fine en-
tertainment of it, thougih not near so good
as he mizhtard ought to lave done.” In
this opinion the poot, howevear, standa alone,
for the universal opinton now isthat the
“Messinh' is the greatest work of its kind
ever written. “Other oratorios may be com-
pared with one another,” says Mr. Upton:
“the ‘Messinh’ stands alone. a majestic
monnment to the memory of the composer,
an imperishable record of the noblest senti-
ments of human nature and the highest as-
pirations of men.”
The Havoe of La Grippe.

Two unavoidable canses worked together
to cast a shade over Monday evening’s per-
formance. The first was the fact that the
“grip” seemed bent on depriving the audi-
ence of hearing any bass solos. The pre-
valent ailment kept Mr. Ivan Morawski at
home in ‘Boston and then alw at the last
moment attacked William L. Whitney, his
substitute, and compelled him to give up
before finishing his first aria  This pro.
duced a general eflect of uneasiness and
discomfort as well on the stage as in the
audience, enormously increasing the ten-
sion upon Conductor MeColium and pro-
ducing o proportionate lack of spirit and
vigor through the earlier part of the even--

ing.

The other unexpected diffienlty lays in
the orchestra, from which s nomber of
wonted faces wers absent while those
present were tired out by the holiday rush
of social engagements, Under the condi-
tions, Mr. Whiiney snd the orchestral
players are entitled to credit for doing all
they could, and are not to be blamed for
being the nnwilling obstructions to an other-
wise assured succesa

The chorus sang their best at their first
opportunity, “And the Glory of the Lord,”
which was delivered with superb vigor and
impressiveness. “Unto Us a Child is
Born” was not snnounced with the old-
time thrilling power, and there was a
lack of finish and spirit about sev-
eral of the other choruses, noticeably in
“Surely He Hath Borne Our Grief«." But
the singers retrieved themselves in “Glory
to God,” and they made of the sublime
“Hallelujah'” a noble paean of praise. It
was good work throughount, though not
quite up to what the club has accomplished
in the same work under bester conditions.

Among the soloists, Mr. F. W. Jamison
deserves the palm as an oratorio singer;
especially in the recitatives and in the air,
““Behold, and See,”” did he show an ap-

ropriale feeling, & simplicily and
Eirrctnm of declamation and a proper
use of his pleasant tenor voice
thut  deserve  high  praise.  Miss

Adelaide Forseman, the contralts, sang
“He Shall Feed His Floek" with tender
gentiment and made a decided impression
with it which “He Was Despised” hardly
confirmed. Miss Hortense Pierse, the so-

rano, displayed a pure, aweet voice
Rud = many musical traits,
but evidently was not in

her own proper sphere in singing oratorio.
She had been heard here before in concert
to greater advantage. Much credit was
earned by Mr. John A. Strouss by his daring
the grip and coming down from the chorns
to hold the post, from which two men had
already been driven. He maintained his
excellent local reputation most amply.

The important event of the week will be
the advent of Mr. Walter Damrosch and his
New York Symphony Orchestra, for the
concerts of the Allegheny Mausical

Association, at Cyclorama Hall, on
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings
Readers of this ecolumn bave been

fully informed of the past and present
standing of this orchestra and ils gifted
young leader. Their first hearing here isa
most pleasing occasion, which cannot but
redound largely to the eredit of Conductor
W. A, Laffertv and his co-workers,

Some alterations have been made in the
programmes since they were first an-
nounced. The changes are simply substitu-
tions of equivalents; they do not, unfor-
tunately, meet the desire of most music-
lovers for selections less trite and thread-
bare. However, there are no trashy works
theduled; all are worth hearing again, no
matter how olten they bave been heard. On
Tuesday evening the orchestra will play
Wagner’s *Tannbasuser’” overture; the
Allegretto from DBeethoven's Seventh
Symphony: & Theme and Variations by
Tschaikowski; Svendsen’s ‘“Norwegian
Artistg’ Carnival,”’and Berlioz's “Rakoczy"
march, besides two morceauz for strings
Grieg and Burgmein, Among these pieces
will be inserted the Prize Song from
“Meistersinger.” sung by Mr. William J.

Johann Strauss’ Grand Opera,

Last night’s London cables bring to Tere
DispaTcH the following mnote of the first
hearing of the frund opera that marks
Johann Strauss’ first departure from the
dance musie and operettas upon which
rests his world-wide fnme. .

Strauss’ new grind opera, “Ritter Pas-
man,"” was produced at the Imperial Opera
House in Vieuna last pight with oniy
moderate success. There was not a single
encore and, although the composer was sev-
eral times ealled before the curtain
and pgiven laurel wreaths, the com-
pliment was evidently s personal
one, The  eritics  sar, “Strauss
ifas not given his genius scope,” which
means that in his aspiration to be grand he
distrusted his especial muse, The only
really snocessful numbers, jndged by the
opinion of last night’s andience, were the
waltz ariass and ballet musie in the third
act. The greatest success of the evening
was achieved by Fraulein Marie Renard in
the second act, with an ariette in waltz
rhythm in E flat major, entitled
‘The Golden Fruiton the Tree of Life.”
Strauss himself conzidered this the gem of
the opers, and at the dress rehearsal
Wednesday its beantiful rendering by Frau-
lein Renard moved him to copious tears.

The libretto, if one may trust the “fend-
ard critie, is as disappointing as the score.
‘It in too refined,too anecdotic and contains
too little action to produce an effect when
rendered on the stage.””
